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DETAILED ACTION 

In response to the amendment of the claims filed October 18, 2007, the following 
supplemental restriction is set forth. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-16 and 18-20, drawn to a method for producing polyunsaturated fatty acids 
by providing an enzyme with phospholipid:diacylglycerol acyltransferase activity by 
transforming a plant with a nucleotide sequence encoding said enzyme. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-5, 12-15 and 17, drawn to a method for producing polyunsaturated fatty 
acids by providing an enzyme with phospholipid:diacylglycerol acyltransferase activity by 
increasing the catalytic activity or regulatory activity of one or more enzymes involved in the 
synthesis of fatty acids. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the invention of Group I relates to a method 
requiring transforming a plant with a phospholipid:diacylglycerol acyltransferase coding 
sequence, while the invention of Group II is drawn to a method that requires increasing the 
catalytic activity or regulatory activity of one or more enzymes involved in the synthesis of fatty 
acids, wherein each method requires different method steps and different components and would 
require different areas of search. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: in 
claim 2, one enzyme must be elected. The species are independent or distinct because each 
enzyme differs structurally and functionally and each requires a separate search. 
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4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: in 
claim 5, one fatty acid must be elected. The species are independent or distinct because each 
fatty acid differs biochemically and structurally and each requires a separate search. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 15 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a).
